Previous  reports  have  drawn  attention  to  the  vindcr  staffing 
of  the  dcpartinont  and  the  consequent  neglect  of  important 
sectors  of  the  Council's  responsibilities.  I  am  pleased 
to  repoi't  that,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  appointed 
a  furthex'  Px^blic  Health  Inspect  ox-'  and  provided  the  department 
with  anotliex'  Clerical  Assistant. 

The  Council's  action  in  this  x'cspect  is  appreciated  and 
during  1968  it  is  intended  to  make  real  progress  on  work 
associated  with  Food  Hygiene,  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Promises  Act  and  also  to  commence  a  survey  of  sub-standard 
h 0X1  sing  accommodation  in  the  ax^oa. 

Contrary  to  the  indications  at  the  end  of  I9O6 ,  the  upward 
trend  in  the  residential  development  of  the  area  did  not 
continue  and  in  fact  considerably  fewer  new  houses  were 
completed  than  in  any  of  the  previous  five  years.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  this  is  directly  related  to  the 
financial  circumstances  of  the  country. 

With  the  oxceixtion  of  the  matters  referred  to  in  the 
second  jxai'agi'aph  of  these  opening  x’cmarks  ,  the  public 
health  services  operated  by  the  Goxiixcil  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  during  the  yeax-  bxit  further  details  regax'ding 
these  items  ax"c  given  in  the  body  of  this  report. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chaix’.x.cii  of  the  Coxincil  and  tho 
Committees,  the  Coixnc  illors ,  my  staff  and  all  my  colleagues, 
for  tho  co-opcx'ation  and  ready  assistance  they  have  given 
during  the  year.

(b )  Improvement  Grants 


Eighteen  applications  for  discretionary  grants  and  fourteen 
applications  for  standard  grants  were  approved  during  I967 
and,  whilst  this  is  considerably  more  that  last  year,  the 
figure  is  not  a  great  improvement  over  the  average  of  previous 
years.  Again,  experience  indicates  that  improvement  works 
are  affected  by  the  credit  squeeze. 


Every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  owners  to  take  advantage 
of  the  grant  scheme  but,  to  date,  staffing  arrangements 
have  not  permitted  the  systematic  approach  which  v;ill 
achieve  real  results.  With  the  extra  staff  now  available 
the  first  step  of  carrying  out  a  housing  survey,  can  be 
commenced  during  I968.

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BUILDING  AND  OTHER  NE¥  DEVELOPMENT 


During  the  year  29O  applications  were  received  and  dealt  v\;ith 
under  the  Building  Regularions,  1965-  262  were  approved  and 

28  disapproved.  As  time  passes  all  those  concerned  with  the 
Regulations  are  naturally  becoming  more  conversant  with  their 
many  new  r ecu ir ement s  but  there  are  still  a  number  of  points 
which  cause  difficulty  because  of  their  liability  to  different 
interpretations  by  the  Jifferert  administering  authorities. 
However,  the  Ministry  of  Hous ing  and  Local  Government  seem  to 
have  settled  f or  a  policy  of  constantly  amending  the  Regulations 
and  it  does  seem  that  each  time  an  amendment  appears  it  helps 
to  resolve  some  of  the  previous  difficulties.  Work  associated 
with  Building  Regulations  occupies  a  considerable  amount  of  the 
time  of  the  staff  of  the  department. 

294  ap;  li  cations  for  consideration  under  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Acts  were  received  and  forwarded  to  the  No.  6  A.rea 
Planning  Committee  of  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County 
Council.  All  were  considered  by  the  Council's  Planning  Sub¬ 
committee  and  any  observations  forw'arded  to  the  planning 
au  thor i ty . 

WATER_ SUPPLIES 

Most  of  the  population  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  the 
statutory  water  undertaking,  the  Scarborough  Corporation. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  completed  schemes  to  provide 
the  Hackness/Harwood  Dale  area  with  a  mains  water  supply  and 
this  has  effected  a  groat  improvement  over  the  private  water 
supply’-  conditions  formerly  obtaining  in  these  areas. 

In  addition,  the  private  water  supply  serving  most  of  the 
properties  in  Staintonda le ,  which  had  proved  insufficient  and 
had  given  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  examination  results  in 
the  previous  year,  closed  down  and  a  mains  water  supply  was 
provided  for  the  properties  which  it  had  formerly  served. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  4,049  properties  were  connected  to  the 
mains  wa'.er  supply  as  compared  with  ^,880  at  the  end  of  the 
previous  year.  Of  I7  samples  of  water  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  this  authority,  six  proved  to  be 
satisfactory  and  eleven  unsatisfactory. 

Of  606  samples  submitted  by  the  water  undertaking  for 
bacteriological  examination,  593  were  satisfactory  and  I3 
unsatisfactory.  30  samples  submitted  by  them  for  chemical 
analysis  all  proved  satisfactory,

The  Council  received  its  Consulting  Engineers  Report  on  the 
necessary  extensions  and  adaptations  to  the  Scamer  RegionaJ. 
Sewerage  Scheme  to  enable  the  system  to  cope,  not  only  with 
present  flows,  but  also  with  anticipated  flows  over  the  next 
10  to  15  years.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  entire  works  is 
^573 j 000,  but  much  of  this  relates  to  works  which  can  be 
delayed  and  thus  a  large  proportion  of  the  expenditure  will 
bo  spread  over  a  number  of  years.

Instructions  were  given  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of 
a  detailed  scheme  for  the  extension  of  the  Seamier  Sewage 
Treatment  Works  itself,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £250,000 
and  preparation  of  the  scheme  was  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  the  meantime  the  Seamer  Works  is  very  serious 
overloaded  and,  until  extensions  are  completed,  the  works 
will  cause  continuous  difficulties  and  concern.

Despite  this  the  Works  generally  produce  a  reasonably 
satisfactory  effluent  but  at  times,  and  particularly  during 
spring  unload  conditions,  it  was  not  possible  to  meet  the 
terms  of  the  River  Authority' s  consent.  Special  thanks  are 
due  to  the  staff  at  the  Works  for  their  good  efforts  under 
very  difficult  conditions. 

The  installation  at  the  Seamer  V.'orks  of  a  Davey  Paxman  sludge 
concentrator  to  overcome  the  most  urgent  problem  of  sludge 
disposal  was  almost  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Burniston  Sewage  Treatment  Works,  which  deals  with  f 1  )ws 
from  Burniston  and  Cloughton,  continued  to  operate  very 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  but  one  sample  gave  a  very 
bad  result.  An  immediate  investigation  showed  that  this  was 
due  to  the  accidental  discharge  of  strong  farm  waste  to  the 
sewer  and  this  was  stopped  immediately  by  the  party  concerned. 
Further  samples  were  satisfactory. 

A  small  sewer  extension  was  carried  out  to  serve  eight 
properties  in  Irton  Moor  Lane. 


In  the  future,  and  when  finances  allow,  the  Council  may  wish 
to  consider  the  sewerage  of  Hackness  village  and  the  Cloughton 
Newlands  area.  Harwood  Dale,  Silpho,  Suffiold,  Broxa, 

Sta  into  nda  le  ,  Troutsdalo  and  Langdale  End  arc  also  without 
a  sewerage  system,  but  the  provision  of  such  in  these 
parishes  is  -certainly  not  necessary  now,  or  in  the 
foreseeable  future. 


2.  Connections  to  Sewers 


Of  the  l42  new  houses  erected  during  the  year,  l40 
con:..ected  to  the  Council's  sewers  and  two  provided 
septic  tank  drainage  systems.  Once  again  problems 
the  discharge  of  sewage,  treated  and  untreated,  to 
and  ditches,  the  main  problem  being  in  the  parishes  of 
Gristhorpe  and  Lebberston  where  the  inajor  source  of  the 
trouble  is  the  large  caravan  sites  on  the  Cliff  Top.

The  Council  received  a  report  on  these  sites  and  gave 
instructions  for  a  scheme  to  be  prepared  for  connecting  them 
to  the  main  sewer  which  is  the  only  answer  to  the  problem. 

During  I968/69  it  should  be  possible  to  coimmenco  a  systematic 
village  by  village  approach  to  this  problem  with  a  view  to 
clearing  up  polluting  discharges  to  surface  water  systems.

During  the  year  the  general  standard  of  the  sites  remained  good 
and  they  complied  with  licensing  conditions. 

As  usual,  rny  I966  report  refemd  to  the  popularity  of  the  area 
for  weekend  and  holiday  campers  and  the  difficulties  and  public 
health  problems  to  which  this  gives  rise.  As  a  consequence  of 
that  report  the  Council  did,  during  the  year,  make  strong 
representations  to  the  Rural  District  Councils'  Association, 
pressing  for  the  early  introduction  of  legislation  which  would 
treat  tented  camping  sites  in  the  same  way  as  caravan  sites. 


This  resulted  in  the  Rural  District  Councils'  Association 
making  representations  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  seemed  probable  that 
there  would  ba  a  meeting  between  the  Rural  District  Councils' 
Association  representatives  and  Ministry  Officials  to  discuss 
the  problem  in  detail. 

There  must  be  a  number  of  other  areas  affected  by  this  problem 
in  a  similar  way  to  this  area  and  all  the  local  authorities 
concerned  must  be  hoping  for  legislation  to  deal  comprehensively 
with  the  problem  rather  than,  paltry  amendments  to  the  existing 
legal  provisions,  which  ore  entirely  outdated  and  wrongly 
conceived.  It  is  up  to  this  Council,  together  with  interested 
public  health  authorities,  associated  organisations  and  profess¬ 
ional  bodies  to  continually  press  the  Gov  rnmont  on  this  point 
until  something  is  achieved. 

Touring  caravans  also  create  problems,  the  demand  for  sites 
being  greatly  in  excess  of  the  licensed  sites  available  and, 
with  this  point  and  the  position  as  reg'rds  tented  camping  in 
mind,  I  consider  it  essential  for  the  Council  to  provide  and  run 
adeq:  ate  caravan  and  tenting  camping  sites.  I  am  hopeful  that 
steps  in  this  direction  will  be  taken  during  I968. 

During  the  year  184  inspections  in  connection  with  moveable 
dwellings  of  all  kinds  were  carried  out.  These  included  routine 
inspections  of  licensed  sites  and  inspections  in  connection 
with  contraventions  of  present  legal  requirements. 

This  service  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year,  A  now 
50  cu.  yd.  Eagle  Crush  load  Vehicle  on  a  Beford  Chassis  was 
purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  the  Austin  Gibson  vehicle, 
which  was  retained  as  a  stand-by  and  to  assist  with  camp 
collections  during  summer  months.  Without  the  employment  of 
extra  labour,  the  new  vehicle  enabled  a  weekly  collection  to  be 
extended  to  the  parish  of  Burniston  in  pursuance  of  the  Council's 
policy  of  extension  of  the  weekly  collection  area  as  quickly  as 
financial  cir  cums  t.ancc  s  permit. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  a  small  experiment  with  the  paper  sack 
method  of  refuse  collection  was  commenced. 

Approximately  30v>  of  the  population  of  the  district  is  now  in 
a  weekly  collection  area  and  the  rest  of  the  area,  with  the 
exception  of  very  isolated  parts  such  as  Troutsdale,  receives  a 
fortnightly  collection.  Ea  di  year  that  passes  increases  the  need 
for  the  introduction  of  a  weekly  collection  throughout  the  area 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  goal  will  be  reached  before  very  long. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION_ (continued) 

Approximately  tons  of  refuse  'were  collected  during  th.3 

year  and,  for  the  third  year  in  succession,  on  no  occasion 
was  a  round  not  completed  on  time. 

During  the  year  the  three  tips  at  Seamer,  Burniston  and  Brompton 
operated  satisfactorily  and  the  purchase  of  a  Bristol  Europa 
CraAvler  Tractor  very  much  improved  the  standard  of  maintenance 
attainable.  The  tip  capacity  on  all  three  sites  is  running 
out  and  a  report  on  the  future  policy  as  regards  refuse 
disposal  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  19^7  and  it  is 
hoped  that  in  I968  decisions  will  be  taken  to  deal 
comprehensively  with  the  disposal  problem.

It  did  prove  possible  to  carry  out  rather  more  vvork  on  food 
hygiene  during  the  year  but,  for  a  number  of  years  now,  this 
work  has  been  seriously  neglected  and,  with  the  extra  staff 
now  available,  it  is  essential  that  it  receives  priority 
attention  during  I968. 


Early  in  the  year  statutory  action  became  probable  in  respect  of 
eight  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations, 
i960  at  a  Butchers  Shop  in  the  area  but  tno  closing  of  the 
business  obviated  this,

The  usual  Avido  variety  occurred  during  the  year  and  AVork 
in  connection  Av'ith  this  absorbed  a  considerable  amovint  of 
time  of  the  staff. 

103  inspections  A-.'crc  made  and  19  nuisances  found  to  exist 
Av'ero  abated  by  ijiformal  action. 

The  absence  of  a  satisfactory  and  nuisance  free  method 
cf  disposal  of  effluent  from  la.rge  piggeries  continues  to 
cause  problems,  although  there  A^'as  a  drop  in  tlic  number  of 
complaints  received  during  the  %oar.  This  seems  to  bo  duo 
to  farmers  becoming  mcz'c  aAvarc  cf  the  problem  and  endeavouring 
to  spread  tho  .isludge  at  places,  times  and  in  such  AVoather 
conditions,  that  a  nuisance  A\'ill  be  less  likely  to  occur. 
Naturally  this  helps  but  it  is  not  the  ansAver  to  the 
problem  and  Government  sponsored  research  is  urgently 
required  to  fj.nd  satisfactory,  economical,  nuisance  free 
methods . 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  196O 


Generally  the  problems  this  Act  is  concerned  with  do  not 
affect  tliis  area. 

ToAVards  the  end  of  the  year  a  lime  kiln  plant,  AVhich 
formerly  had  operated  on  mixed  feed  firing  and  thci^efore 
more  or  loss  smokelessly,  converted  one  kiln  to  oil  firing 
and  serious  smoke  emdssions  resulted. 

Oil  lairing  of  lime  kilns  is  a  method  supported  by  the 
Government,  as  mixed  feed  firing  is  uneconomical  and  in  any 
event  the  fuel  used  (i.o.  coke)  is  coming  into  very  short 
supply.  Of  the  remaining  methods  of  firing  lime  kilns,  oil 
is  the  most  acceptable  from  the  smoke  emission  point  of  vieA-;,
